After o series of tribulations almost unparallelod
in the hiswory of bridges, the Chesnut streat bridge is
completed ot Inst, Although there remain to be
ndded a tew finfshing touches, the substantial portion
of the work is at an end, Duriug the presont
week &  large foree of workmen have becn
ongaged in puoshing forward the wostern ap-
proacl, the paving of which wa: completed
thls morming, The castern approach 1% yet to be
paved, but to do this will require but one woek
more, There will then be no impediment to travel
uvaross it whatever, ns the sidewa'ks, raillngs, and
vornices will be all thnt remains to be sdded, In
lega than two monthe, it is expooted, this portion of
the work will miso Le completed; and then the
Schuylkill will have the honor of beiug spanned by
one of the most beantitnl and substanual structures
ofthe kind on the continent,.

The work has been repeatedly interrupted by liti-
gation. Injunetions resiraining the contractors
from attemptine to fulfil the torms of their con-
tracts with the city were fites demanded ot tne
Sapreme Court of Pennsylvania by the Port War-
denw, and cit.zens of the State who were interested
in property situated to the north of Chosnut streot,
In each of these casea the decislon of the
court was finally adverse to the petitioners,
and then the work was allowed to progress
nutil the scene of litigation wes teansferred to the
courts of the United Swres, During the past year
Nahaviel G Gilman, & oitizen of another State, woo
was the owner of a wharl north of the projectod
bridge, attempted to procure from the Unitod states
Circunit Court an injuncijon restraining the con-
tractors from completiug their work, The decision
of Judee Grier was llkewise in favor ot the perse-
cuted highway overthe river, whereupon Mr. Gilman
carried the case up to the Bupreme Court at Wash-
ington. The legal objections againgt the bridge
were here urged in all their toroe by a brillinut array
of counsel, It was contended that neither the State
of Pennsylvania nor the eily of FPhiladelphia could
authorize the obstruction or A navigabie stream by a
bridge without a draw, and too low for masted
vessels to pass beneath it But F. Carroll Brews-
ter, Ksq., the Chiy Solicitor, who argued the case i
beheil of the bridee, maintained that the State had
& jurmsdiciion over navigable streams sitoated
w hoily within Its borders, concurrent with that ol
Congress; and that when the latter body permicted
18 powers in tue ouse to e dormant, or withon®
assortion by express statute, the reserved power of
the State was plenary. 1he acoision ol the Court
ustaining this view of the case was renderad last
January, aithough mot without a division on the
beneh ; and the question having thus besn definitely
aud finally sott'ed by the highest judicial authority
in the country, the work was rapidly pushed
forward to ccmp lelion,

In consequence of the delays attending this pro-
pracied litigation, it has requiced nearly five years to
build the structure. The contracwors lor the stone
work were Messrs. Clarg, MceGrau & Kennedy, who
commenced operations in the mH of 186l. Tury
began with the eastern abutment, which was firs ¢
built up to high water mark, the laborers being able
to work only during the ebbing of the tide. No
great difficvlty attended this portion, as there was &
firm basis of solid rock to serve ns the toundation of
tho greater part of it.

It wae at this point that the tribulation in the
Courts commenced, but a# so00n as the Port Wardens
Liad been silenced for tbe time, the work was re.
sumed,

1he next portonof the task was a more difficuly
one, This was the construction of a stone pierin
the oentre of the streawn. The first oporation was
the dredeging of the bottom of the river, until the
solid rock underlyinge it wag made bare. On thiss
large wooden orib was sunk and the stonework then
completed to high-water mark. The abutment on
the western aide of the river wus then commenced. ¢

Tuere beng no underlying rocks at this point it
was lound neceéssary to begin by driving down an
immwense pumber of plles, on wilioh wias pluced a
bed o concrets, four feet in thickness, On the top
of this secure foundution the cut stonswork was
raised, aud by June, 1364, the structure was ready
for the wron.work .

This 15 of the most substantial and durable charae-
ter. Each of the mamn #pans, which are one hun.
dred and elghty-five teet 1 length, Is composed of
mX separate arches, and each of these In turn con-
msts ol tifteen segmonts, thurteen feel in length and
four teet 1u depth, the towal weight being acout six
bhundred and eighty-four tons. To renderthe rond.
way level, each segment is surmounted by an iron
spandrel, which about doubles the weight, The basis
off the roadway is supporied by ninety heavy iron
beams, and consiets of three hundred and dity-two
plates, of a total welght of more than two liuudred
tons, On these iron pintes are plooed two imoelies
mnd a balf ot gement aud four i1nohes of gravel, the
surinee boing covered with small blocks of gramte.
The total welghi of the iron-work is something over
seventeen nundred aud tfty tons; but everything is
%0 admirably proportioned und so neatly ditied to
gether, that the whole structure has a remarkably
Hpht and gracefnl appearance,

The otiginal contract for the iron work was
awarded to Mesers. Wiicox & Whoting, of Kalghn's
Polnt, Camden, and by them the mouldings and
eastings were commenced, But at an sarly stage
in the work the peiormance of the contract was
assumed by Henry Bimons, Esq., ot this city, and
by him completed. The first of the iron segments
was raised 10 165 poiition on (he 10th ot Ostober,
1866, and about the first of the present month the
body of the strugture was completod by the proper
disposition of the last of the wrou plates which form
tho rosad way.

Tho coptractors (or the masoury and approaches
have already recelved from the oily, us part payment
for their work, the sum of $288,107-03; and thor. i
yob due them the lurthior sum of 07,163 02, whioh
mmount has been rotained uatll the last stons ts In
its jpince, For the maein stricture the comiractors
have recelved §50,610, and there is yot due thew a
reserved perosntago of $26 581 73,

This mukes for the masonry & wisl of §865,400 05,
and for the Lron-work $106,101 78, giving & grasd
total of §461 402498 an 1he entire amount exponded
upon the briage and Us ppproaches, up to the pro-
somt date,

This alterpoon the bridge wil) be formally opened,

The contractors, desiring that the proper authoritics
thould be satiefled of the manver in which ther

work ha: besn performed, have invited the
Geverner of the Siate, the Mayor of the
City, the Prewidonts of Councils, and the

Committees on Surveys of shess bodies, togother
with the representatives of the press and others ol
the seloct and elect, to participate in s earringo-drive
across the bridee. The party will ulterwards return
to the La Pierre House, whero they will pa

ticipate in a grand dinver, It s expectod that
Major-General Goary will be precent, and altogether
the affair promises to be a brilliant cne, and fully
tqoal to the oceanion,

Heport of the Cemmissioners Seni fo
Examine the Graves of Pennsylvania's
Dead,

Colonel W. H. Blair, of Bellefente, Contre county,
and Captain J. M. Lion o!f Lewisburg, Enion
county who, ae we have niready stated, were sent by
Governor Curtin to inspeet the eonation or the

graver of Pennsylvania so'diers buried tn the
National Cemotery o, Antletam, have made na
:'!-ratort. from wmieh  we condense the sollowing
nots;—

The enclosure Is not a pertect square, although the
four walls are nearly the same leneth (700 feot), en-
